The Birhor are found mostly in Chota Nagpur and Santhal Paragana, 
with the Uthlu Birhors living near Bishunpur, Gumla district, 
Jharkhand (along the western border with Chhattisgarh)/ 3 ] 

Status 


Most Birhor know Santali and Hindi, and a small minority know Ho. 
However, children still learn the language, and Birhor families use 
the language all the time at home. In addition, most Birhor want to 
be educated in their own language, and the language is used in most 
community affairs/ 4 ] 
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
